4,200 kilograms (42.00 quintals)”. 

2. In Bye-law 78(a), the sub-clauses (i) and (ii) 
shall be substituted by the following sub-clauses 

(i), (ii) and (iii). For the purpose of Hedge 
Trading in Kapas, there shall bo two Hedge Con- 
tracts viz the Wagad Kapas hedge contract and 
the Co2 Kapas hedge contract. 

(i) The basis of the ‘the Wagad Kapas hedge con- 
tract’ shall be Wagad Kapas, grown in 
Saurashtra excepting Kutch, which is not wet 
and which is free from any dirt and not mixed 
with Sakalia, Mathia or with any other qua- 
lity and which is not damaged by Lakkadhicm 
and which is without Yellow touch. 

(ii) The basis of 'the Co2 Kapas hedge contract’ 
shall be the current year’s average quality 
Oo2 Kapas of first and second picking grown 
in Saurashtra, which is not wet and which 
may contain Kodi and/or which may have 
yellow touch up to 1250 grams per 100 kilo- 
grams if and only if such quality of Kodi or 
yellow touch is die natural ingredient of the 
average quality. The Co2 Kapas deliberately 
mixed with kodi and/or with kapas having 
yellow touch shall not be tenderablc, as basis. 

(iii) Wagad Kapas shall be delivered after re- 
moving the yellow touch. Tn the event of any 
dispute regarding the presence of yellow touch, 
the decision of Surveyor shall be final ^nd 

binding, 
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3. The sub-clause (iii) of Bye-law 78(a) shall be 
renumbered as (iv). 

4. For Bye-law 78(b), the following shall be substi- 
tuted : 

“78(b) The qualities tenderable (i) against the 
Wagad Kapas hedge contract shall be Kalyan 
kapas and V 797 kapas grown in the districts 
approved by the Board, and (ii) against the Co2 
kapas hedge contract shall be any likewise 
quality of Kapas grown in the districts approved 
by the Board." 

5. For Bye-law 78(f), the following shall be subs- 
tituted : 

“78(f) The months of delivery shall be, (i) 
Chaitra/ Vaishakh of the Samvat Year for Wagad 
Kapas hedge contract, (ii) Magh/Fagun of the 
Samvat Year for Co2 kapas hedge contract." 

6. For Bye-law 78(g), the following shall be subs- 
tituted : 

"78(g) the unit of transaction shall be, 

(i) 4,500 kilograms (10 Bedias) for Wagad Kapas 
hedge contract, 

(ii) 4,200 kilograms (1 Truck) for Co2 Kapas 
hedge contract. 

The quotation of rate shall be per 100 kilo- 
grams of kapas.” 

7. For Bye-law 78(h), the following shall be substi- 
tuted : 

"78(h) The following shall be the delivery period 
as provided in bye-laws relating to tenders and 
delivery orders. 

(i) Chaitra Vadi 1 (Ekam) to Valshakh Vadi 
15 (Amas) for Wagad kapas hedge contract. 

(ii) Magh Sudi 5 (pancham) to Fagun Vadi 5 
(pancham) for Co2 kapas hedge contract."

12. In Bye-law 113, for the figure and words “10 
Bedias of Kapas" in first line, the words and 
figures “10 Bedias for Wagad kapas or 1 Truck 
for Co2 kapas” shall be substituted. The para- 
graph beginning with the words “Delivery orders” 
and ending with the words “to reject the goods." 
shall be deleted. 

13. In Bye-law 116, for the words and figure “by the 
Vaishakh Vadi 5th” the words “on Due Date of 
each contract”, and for the words and figures 
“Re. 0.25 per 20 kgs.” the words and figures 
"Rs. 1.25 per 100 kilograms” shall be substituted. 

14. In Bye-law 117, for the words and figures “Re. 0.50 
per 20 kgs,” in the last line, the words and figures 
“Rs. 2.50 per 100 kilograms” shall be substituted. 

15. For the Bye-law 118, the following shall be subs- 
tituted : 

"118. All Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays 
falling during the delivery period of each contract 
shall be known as tender days, the delivery period 
of each contract being (a) Chaitra Vadi Ekam 
(1) to Vaishakh Vadi Amas (15) for the Wagad 
kapas; and (b) Magh Sudi Pancham (5) to Fagun 
Vadi Pancham (5) for Co2 kapas. 

The Official delivery orders shall be issued by the 
seller between 11.00 A.M. to 1.00 P.M. on tender 
days and shall be circulated amongst the members 
between 2,00 P.M. to 6.00 P.M. The last buyer 
shall be determined latest by the end of the second 
day.

PROPOSAL ABOUT APPOINTMENT OF MUTWALLI 
Resolution No. 15. 

Under Board’s resolution No. 24 dated 19th February 
1968 the Secretary, Punjab Wakf Board, Ambala Cantt. 
was appointed as ex-officio mutwalli of all the wakfs under 
direct management of the Wakf Board for a period of one 
year ending 31-3-69. Under Board’s resolution No. 20 
dated 19-3-69 this period was further extended for an- 
other one year viz. upto 31-3-70. 

Unanimously resolved that in exercise of its powers 
under Section 42 of the Wakf Act and Punjab Government 
(Judicial Department) Notification No. 38 (15)61/7529, 
dated 27th February 1961 (Published in the Punjab Gov- 
ernment Gazette, dated March 3, 1961, Part I, page 637) 
the Punjab Wakf Board hereby the term of appointment 
of the Secretary Punjab Wakf Board as ex-officio Mutwalli 
(Trustee) of all the wakfs situated in the States of Punjab, 
Haryana, Union Territory of Chandigarh and the territory 
transferred to Himachal Pradesh under the Punjab Re- 
organisation Act 1966, with authority to exercise the 
following powers; for another one year viz. up to 
31-3-71 ; — 

Delegated powers of Trustee (Mutwalli) . 

1. The Trustee (Mutwalli) will have the powers to 
appoint Property Officers, Legal Inspectors, Field 
Inspector and the Survey Inspectors, who are 
employees of the Wakf Board, as Naib Mutwallis 
and to delegate all or any of his powers to them 
as he may deem fit. 

2. The Trustee (Mutwalli) shall have the powers to 
institute any suit or application, in any civil, cri- 


minal or revenue court, or before the Rent Con- 
troller, Land Acquisition Officer, or in any other 
office including Chakbandi office on behalf of the 
wakf and to defend, pursue all cases which the 
Punjab Wakf Board has already instituted on 
behalf of the Wakfs. 

3. The Trustee (Mutwalli) shall have the powers to 
defend and pursue all the suits and applications 
which have already been instituted in the above 
courts or offices against the Board or which may 
be instituted in future. 

4. The Trustee (Mutwalli) will have the power to 
engage lawyers and advocates. In case the fee 
of lawyers or advocate is more than Rs. 200/- 
in a case then he will obtain the sanction of the 
Punjab Wakf Board. 

5. The Trustee (Mutwalli) will have powers to sanc- 
tion the payment of prescribed court-fees and 
other legal expenses in all ' the cases instituted in 
any court or office mentioned above and to pay 
land revenue and other taxes. 

6. The Trustee (Mutwalli) shall take all measures to 
recover lost wakf properties and to file suits and 
applications in any of the above courts or offices 
to get the encroachments on wakf properties re- 
moved or relating to those properties which have 
been illegally disposed of. With the approval of 
the Trustee (Mutwalli) the Naib Mutwallis will 
also be entitled to institute suits and applications 
for the purpose. 

7. The Trustee (Mutwalli) shall take care of wakf 
properties. 

8. The Trustee will have the powers to recover land 
rent (Chakota) rent and other income from the 
wakf properties. This recovery will be made 
through the Property Officers and Field Inspectors. 
The Mutwalli and the Naib Mutwallis with the 
approval of the Mutwalli shall have the powers 
to institute in competent courts suits, cases or 
applications for the recovery of the chakota, rent 
and other income of wakf properties. The Mut- 
walli can delegate powers for this purpose to the 
Rent Collectors for instituting suits before the 
Panchayat either by a general or special order. 

9. The Trustee will be entitled to lease out the agri- 
cultural land on a chakota up to Rs. 1,000/- per 
annum for a period up to three years. 

10. The Trustee will be entitled to let out urban 
vacant plots up to a rent of Rs. 50/- per mensem 
and for one year only. 

11. The Trustee will have the power to settle rent of 
urban properties such as buildings, shops and 
houses etc., when the rent does not exceed 
Rs. 200/ - per mensem, 

12. The resolution will be valid up to 31st March 


13. This resolution shall not be applicable to the fol- 
lowing wakfs the Mutwallis of which have already 
been appointed by the order of Government of 
India or of the Punjab Wakf Board.
